Monthly Meeting: 

The meeting was called to order at 7:00PM by Don (KD@HHN) 
with 16 members present.

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Treasurer’s Report: 

Larry (WB2UFO) read the Treasurer’s Report. Last month’s 
Balance was $2300.35, and this month’s ending balance was 
$2283.31, Cash on hand $40.00 and the CD Balance was 
$1331.26, making the club’s total assets $3654.57. A motion was 
made by Dave (K9FHX) seconded by Vern (W5UYF) to accept the 
Treasurer’s report as read. The motion carried. 


Repeaters: 

Vern (W5UYF) reported that the .88 repeater survived a 
lightning strike with no problems. Both repeaters are working 
fine, but he is still looking for a replacement battery for the 
emergency power backup. He is looking at a RV type battery. 

Ken (KE@KCQ) had said he could get us a battery at a discount 
price through Auto Zone. Vern will get hold of Ken to see what we 
can do. 


Unfinished Business: 

Tower- John (N@JA) gave his report. He has a list of 
items/equipment that will be needed for the tower. He has some 
changes to make to it and will then ask Don (KD@HHN) to send it 
out to all members to see if they have any and would be willing to 
donate them. We will need a 3 ft deep hole to anchor the base in 
and lumber for the frame. Also, we will need gravel to line the 
base of the hole. Rob (KE@DZI) said he could take care of that. 
John said we would probably need *% of a yard of ready-mix, or 20 
bags of Quikrete, or 3-4 bags of Portland cement, along with sand, 
gravel and a mixer. Cliff (K@CA) said he would contact Bleigh 
Ready-Mix to see if they could do anything about donating the 
cement, and delivering it to us. 

John wants to have about 11 ft for the base, so we may need 
another section to get the height we would like. Don said he 
would check with JD (W@A]D) and Howard (K@DFW) to see if they 
had any Rohn 25 they would be willing to donate, He also 
mentioned that Mike Fenton had a tower that he wanted taken 
down, wasn’t sure what type it was, but Don would have Mike get 
in touch with John. We are looking at 3 anchor points, one in the 
concrete by the shed, second by the ambulance building and third 
in the hill. John (N@JA) and Chris (NR9Q) talked about different 
ways to anchor in the concrete and tools needed to do that. We 
have an antenna for the tower, and John has the rotor and control 
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for that. Larry (WB2UFO) donated rotor cable. Chris also brought 
up that we should contact Dig-Rite to make sure there would be 
no problems putting the tower where we want to. Don (KD@HHN) 
will contact them and have the site marked so we can have the 
utilities marked out. The tower detail is set for the 19" (Saturday) 
and we will start at 10 AM. All help is greatly appreciated. Vern 
(W5UYF) then made a motion, seconded by Dave (KB@RZN) that 
the club give John the authority to purchase what he needs for the 
project. The motion carried. With that, John thanked everyone 
and the meeting continued.
